Voters Approve 
College Budget

Clatsop College district voters 
approved a levy of over $600,000 
Monday night for operation of 
the college in 1971-72. The vot- 
ers also elected Jack Daly to a 
board position representing 
zone 1, and Max Schafer, Jr., to 
the board from district 2. 

The actual amount asked for 
over the six per cent limitation 
was $672,937. This was approv- 
ed 2570 to 1816, unofficial fig- 
ures with all areas reporting. 

Included in the budget, which 
amounts to not more than $1.80 


per thousand true cash value, 
are improvements in parking 
lots, refacing of the front of 
Towler Hall, and remodeling of 
the old board room in Patriot 
Hall. 

The approval levy also con- 
tains $7,000 earmarked for a 
land use survey of college prop- 
erty and preliminary plans for 
new construction. Of utmost 
consideration are additional 
classrooms, an automotive lab, 
farm facility, and improved 
physical education facilities.

Total spring enrollment for 
evening classes at Clatsop Col- 
lege is 1540 and still growing as 
late registrations continue.

President Phil Bainer stated following the final results that 
he and the board were very well satisfied with the results.

Beach area, all areas approved the college levy, even though some 
of these areas defeated their own local levy. From this, it can be 
seen that the college is becoming more successful in tying together 
a higher education goal throughout the entire county. 

The administration, the board, and the budget committee are 
to be commended for their dedication to the college. Not only 
have they been able to put the college back in the black, but they 
have also been able to produce a realistic, workable, and approval

If enough of you attend, there should be no reason to have any 
other meetings until the rehearse Please make an effort to at- 
tend if you think there is any chance that you will be receiving a 
Degree, Diploma, or Certificate. 

If you are not sure where you stand, please come in to my of- 
fice and see me. You may qualify for some award though you do 
not qualify for a degree in a specific program. For instance, you 
ean receive an Associate in Arts Degree in General Education for 
completing ninety hours of coursework; completing eighteen hours 
of required General Education work; and achieving a 2.00 G.P.A 
And, if in addition you have twenty-four credit hours in a specific 
area of concentration, that will be noted on your diploma, Do not 
miss the opportunity to earn a degree because you did not take the 
time to find out where you stand

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Vets Reminded Heard Before The Clean-Up 


Of Certificate 
Return Required 


“It’s about that time again,” 
the Veterans Administration to- 
day reminded 692,000 veterans, 
servicemen and dependents at- 
tending college under the G.I. 
Bill. 

That reminder was designed 
to induce veterans to return 
their certification of attendance 
cards to VA during the last full 
month of their current enroll- 
ment period. For most schools, 
the means the months of May 
or June, 

And there are two very good 
reasons for jogging their mem- 
ories: 

(1) VA cannot prepare a 
final check for the spring 1970- 
71 school year until the agency 
has received the certification of 
attendance card from the stu- 
dent involved 

(2) If the card is not re- 
turned at the end of the current 
semester, the student cannot 
automatically be enrolled under 
the G.I. Bill for the upcoming 
summer or fall semesters. 

Trainees attending school be- 
low college level also must re- 
turn their certification of at- 
tendance cards, but they must 
do so every month, VA ex- 
plained 

Failure to complete and re- 
turn the cards on the part of 
both college level and below 
college level trainees will auto- 
matically stop payments. 

VA further pointed out that 
it is the responsibility of stu- 
dents attending school under 
VA programs to keep the agen- 
cy informed on changes in their 
number of dependents, or their 
education programs. 

VA also reminded college 
registrars of their role—to 
promptly return students’ re- 
enrollment certification so stu- 
dents may start receiving their 
checks on schedule the next 
semester they are in school 

The agency urged eligible 
persons interested in entering 
training or desiring further in- 
formation to contact their near 
est VA office or their local vet- 
erans service organization rep-

Poll Shows Students Want 
Change In Graduation Policy 


On April 21, 22 and 23 a stu- 
dent opinion poll was taken on 
the mandatory graduation poli- 
ey along with the regular stu- 
dent elections. 

The poll read: 

“At present Clatsop Commun- 
ity College requires students to 
attend graduation ceremonies in 
order to receive degrees from 
the college. This requirement 
can be waived by the Academic 
Council if that council believes 
that a student's request to be 
excused from attendance is a 
valid one 

“In order to determine how 
the students feel about this pol- 
icy, the Student Council would 
like to know what graduation 
policies you would like to see 
established.” 

There were five policies on 
the poll with appoximately 110 
students taking the poll 

The first was to keep the pres- 


ent policy. Of those students 
voting on this policy 68% 
thought it unacceptable, 9% 


acceptable, and 2% thought it 
preferable 

The second policy read: 

“Revise the policy to assure 
that any student who meets the 
academic requirements for a 
degree will have a degree credit- 
ed to him on his official tran- 
scripts, but require a student to 
attend graduation ceremonies in 
order to receive the appropriate- 
ly signed diploma.” 60% 
thought this policy unaccept- 
able, 7% acceptable, and 6% 
preferred it. 

The change on the third poli- 
cy was to levy a $5.00 fee for 
any student not attending grad- 


uation ceremonies. This fee 
would cover the charge of the 
diploma and the student would 
be able to receive it if he paid 


the fee. The opinion was split 
on this policy with 30% unac- 
ceptable and 30% acceptable. 


The percentage of students pre- 
ferring this policy was 14%. 

The revision in the fourth 
policy was to, “assure that any 
student who meets the academic 
requirements for a degree will 
receive a diploma free of charge 
and appropriate notation to that 
effect on his official transcript 
regardless of whether he at- 
tends graduation ceremonies,” 
10% thought this policy unac- 
ceptable with 40% acceptable 
and 48% preferred it. 

The last policy read: 

“Do away with graduation 
ceremonies. Send out diplomas 
when students meet degree re- 
quirements and forget about the 
fanfare.” 30% thought this un- 
acceptable, 27% acceptable and 
25% preferred it. 

The majority of the vote favy- 
ored doing away with the pres- 
ent policy and to let the stu- 
dent receive his diploma free of 
charge whether he attends grad- 
uation or not. 

Clatsop’s Student Council is 
planning on taking a policy to 
the campus affairs committee, 
but it is not known at this time 
how the policy will read. After 
this it will be taken to the fac- 
ulty and then on to the board of 
directors of CCC. 

Since the date for the gradu- 
ation ceremonies has already 
been set and the caps and gowns 
are being ordered, time is of the 
essence. 
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Clatsop Community College’s 
Vocational Agriculture program 
has a new member—a girl. 
Melinda Martin is a transfer 
student from Oregon State Uni- 
versity, where she spent one 
term. She is taking such classes 
at Clatsop as Animal Nutrition 
and Disease, Farm Management, 
Communication Skill and will 
soon be taking a welding class 
(a requirement for her major). 
She is the only girl in the Live- 
stock Tech program. 

Miss Martin is originally from 
Cave Junction, Oregon where 
her family owns a ranch with 
600 cows. She has been a mem- 
ber of the 4-H livestock program 
for 10 years.

New Coed 


In an interview with Miss 
Martin, she was asked some 
questions about herself and her 
major study. 

Why did you transfer to Clat- 
sop College from OSU? 

“You are able to apply your 
knowledge of the livestock pro- 
gram down here, whereas at 
Oregon State, you can't. We're 
able to go out around the 
countryside. When a farmer 
calls up and wants to treat a 
sick animal . . . or anything else, 
we can go.” 

How does it feel to be the 
only girl in the livestock pro- 
gram? 

“I'm comfortable working 
with the others. All the guys 


are nice. Everyone is really 
nice,” 

How do you like it here at 
Clatsop as opposed to Oregon 
State? 

“The classes are smaller and 
you are able to get more per- 
sonalized instruction. At Ore- 
gon State the classes have a 
hundred students or more en- 
rolled, and the only questions 
you can ask in class are about 
the tests they give you. Clatsop 
offers a better program for 
freshman and sophomore work.” 

Why did you choose this line 
of study? 

“I've lived on a farm all my 
life. I just wouldn’t be happy 
working with anything else.”

The demonstra- 
tion was a short film about the 
tree farm they are taking care 
of in Vernonia.
